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‘FLYING VET 


NOT GUILTY 


VALE ‘Flying Vet’ 
Maurice Kirk was 
cleared at Cardiff 
Crown Court on 
Tuesday of offences 
relating to the pos¬ 
session and sale of a 
First World War 
machine gun, which 
had been mounted 
on a vintage air¬ 
craft. 

After retiring for four 
hours on the 12th day of 
the trial, the jury found 
Mr Kirk (64) of Marlpits, 
St Donats, not guilty of 
possessing the prohibited 
weapon, and not guilty of 
selling or transferring it. 

Seconds after he was 
found not guilty, he 
refused to return to the 
cells where he had been 
remanded in custody, and 
it took two security offi¬ 
cers to forcibly take him 
below. 

After the outburst, the 
judge pointed out to the 
jury that Mr Kirk had to 
be returned to the cells 
for certain formalities to 
be carried out. 

“He will be released” 
he said. 

A woman member of 
the jury - who had been 
in tears - said: “Thank 
God.” 

Judge Paul Thomas 
revealed to the jury that 
during the trial, someone 
had posted on Facebook 
a list of the jurors’ 
names. 

There was no sugges-

tion, he said, that Mr 
Kirk was responsible for 
it. There were no 
addresses given and the 
names were removed. 

The judge said that a 
person had been arrested 
and had been charged 
with contempt of court. 

(Last week, Nadia 
Feldmeier (34) of Port 
Road East, Barry, 
appeared before Cardiff 
Crown Court accused of 
contempt of court, and 
this hearing was 


adjourned). 

Prosecutor Richard 
Twomlow said that Mr 
Kirk, described as an 
eccentric, parted with the 
gun which was a prohib¬ 
ited weapon and, he 
alleged, capable of being 
fired. 

He said that an under¬ 
cover police officer, 
known as Foxy, who 
gave evidence behind 
screens, contacted Mr 
Kirk and asked if the 
weapon was for sale and 


was told, “She’s no 
longer with me”. 

He was then asked if 
the gun had been de-acti- 
vated and, it is alleged, 
Mr Kirk replied “No, this 
one works.” 

Several firearms 
experts gave evidence, 
stating that the gun was 
capable of being fired. 

The judge had pointed 
out that the case had 
entered its third week, 
and he asked Mr Kirk if 
he wanted to give evi¬ 
dence and call witnesses. 

Mr Kirk did not go to 
the witness box to give 
evidence and did not call 
witnesses. 

The judge told Mr 
Kirk that by failing to 
give evidence, the jury 
could draw adverse infer¬ 
ences, and he added that 
in no way would he bow 
to any pre-conditions 
imposed by Mr Kirk. 

Mr Kirk’s response 
was: “There are serious 
abuses of the law in this 
court”. 

At one point, he 
claimed that the police 
had “hounded him” for 
30 years. 

“That’s what this case 
is all about”, he said. 

One day last week, he 
refused to be silent when 
addressed by the judge 
and had to be forcibly 
taken to the cells. 

On that occasion, a 
number of jurors were 
visibly upset.

‘Financial incentives for w^ind turbines’ 

Farmers’ next ‘crop’ 
could be electricity 


A GOVERNMENT body 
is urging farmers to con¬ 
sider installing their own 
wind turbines and photo¬ 
voltaic cells - and there 
are new financial incen¬ 
tives on the way to encour¬ 
age them to sell the sur¬ 
plus energy back to the 
National Grid. 

In fact, wind expert Mark 
Newton is claiming that “every 
farm in the UK will have a wind 
turbine in five years’ time.” 

The body charged with selling 
the idea to farmers is the 
DEFRA-funded ‘Farming 
Futures’ - which works with the 
NationalFarmers’ Union (NFU) 
and other agricultural bodies. 

Farming Futures says that on- 
farm wind power can represent 
“a significant business opportuni¬ 
ty for farmers and land man¬ 
agers, as well as reducing green¬ 
house gas emissions, which con¬ 
tribute to climate change.” 

The NFU is keen on the idea 
as well, and Dr Jonathan 
Scurlock, the NFU’s chief advis¬ 
er on renewable energy and cli¬ 
mate change said: “The NFU’s 
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aspiration is that every farmer 
should have the opportunity to be 
a ‘net exporter’ of energy.” 

Another possible avenue is for 
farmers to get involved in power 
generation via biomass plants. 

However, the Country Land 
and Business Association (CLA) 
Wales chairman John Homfray, 
who farms at Penllyn Estate, 
Cowbridge, was concerned about 
the time scale on this. 

He said: “We warmly wel¬ 
come recent consultation propos¬ 
als. If implemented, they would 
transform the heat agenda for 
rural business and communities. 

“We are far behind mainland 
Europe in our use of renewable 
heat, which could provide up to 
12 per cent of our national power 
needs, and give us the chance to 
bring under-managed woodland 
back into production. 

“However, we remain disap¬ 
pointed that the support will not 
be available until 2011, and 
unconvinced by the suggestion 
that installations undertaken now 
would qualify for the support 
when it is introduced.” 


Mark Newton, from Eisher 
German, is one of the country’s 
leading experts in wind energy. 
He said: “I believe that every 
farm in the UK will have a wind 
turbine in five years’ time. 

“On-farm wind generation can 
range in size from small systems 
that power remote farm build¬ 
ings, through to medium-sized 
turbines that power local build¬ 
ings and sell to the Grid, up to 
multi-million-pound wind farm 
developments. 

“Turbines must be well-sited 
and have a consistent and ade¬ 
quate wind speed if they are to 
be a good investment.” 

However, Adrian Evans, the 
Cowbridge-based county execu¬ 
tive officer for the Earmers 
Union of Wales (EUW), felt that 
more farmers could be interested 
in fitting photovoltaic cells to 
bams. 

He told The GEM: “If the 
financial incentives make sense, 
then there is definitely potential 
to use suitable buildings to gen¬ 
erate a lot of electricity, and then 
sell the surplus back to the 
National Grid at a profit.” 


Drug pupil expelled 

A PUPIL has been expelled from Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, following a “sub- 
stance-related incident”. 

This was confirmed to The GEM, shortly before 
we went to press yesterday, by the Vale Council’s 
director of learning and development, Bryan Jeffreys, 
who said: “The council can confirm that, following a 
substance-related incident, one pupil has been per¬ 
manently excluded from Cowbridge Comprehensive 
School; and a number of pupils have received fixed 
term exclusions, in line with the school substance 
misuse and behaviour policy. 

“The school is working closely with the school 
liaison officer to investigate the incident.”

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‘Safety must come 
first on Barry 
Docks Link Road’ 


W E believe 
that the 
safety on 
the Docks Link 
Road, Barry, is of 
paramount impor¬ 
tance and that is 
why we again 
raised it at the 
economy and envi¬ 
ronment scrutiny 
committee of the 
Vale Council last 
September. 

We were very pleased 
that when this matter 
was discussed, there was 
unanimous backing for 
further safety improve¬ 
ments. 

The current road work 
is only an initial 
response to improve¬ 
ments, but regrettably (at 
the time of writing this 
letter) in the first two 
days of being in place, 
there have been two 
accidents - as drivers do 
not realise that there is 
no longer a dedicated 
left turn onto the Link 
Road from Coldbrook 
Road East. 

Thankfully, no-one 
has been seriously hurt, 
but as local councillors, 
we have asked our high¬ 
way officers to reassess 
the junction configura¬ 
tion and make it as safe 
as possible, while the 
work is being undertak¬ 
en. 

Although some people 


may be inconvenienced 
by not being able to 
make some right hand 
turns off the road, it will 
allow the work to take 
place safely. 

We hope that the road 
will become safer than it 
was in the past and this 
will improve highway 
safety for all concerned. 

In order to assess 
what is being proposed 
as a long-term solution, 
we have also requested a 
further update to be 
reported to the scrutiny 
economy and environ¬ 
ment committee. 

We understand that 
the consultant, who has 
been commissioned by 
the Vale Council, has 
been asked to recom¬ 
mend further safety 
options and these recom¬ 
mendations will be con¬ 
sidered by the scrutiny 
committee in March or 
April. 

We hope that while 
the current work is being 
carried out, drivers will 
be patient and more vigi¬ 
lant. 

We also hope that 
eventually a full safety 
review will make the 
road as safe as possible 
and eradicate any further 
fatalities on this very 
busy road used by every¬ 
one in the area.

Services Union, said he 
would be meeting the 
staff in Barry later this 
week to discuss the 
options available to 
them. 

He said:“The union 
has made intensive rep¬ 
resentations opposing 
the moves.

EW‘traffic ‘green light’, but those be able to enjoy meeting He said that police 
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A NEW ‘traffic 
light system’ to 
monitor public 
houses in Barry 
and the rest of the 
Vale is to be rolled 
out by the police. 

Chief Superintendent 
Carl Davies, the new 
commander for the cen¬ 
tral division of South 
Wales Police, explained 
that the idea was to iden¬ 
tify which pubs were 
safe and which were 
causing problems. 

Those regarded as 
safe and responsible 
would be designated 


‘green light’, but those 
identified as ‘red light’, 
would face sanctions. 

Chief Supt Davies 
explained: “If a licenced 
premises is ‘green’, it is 
a case of ‘well done’ and 
encouraging people to 
frequent it, but if it is 
red then action will be 
taken. 

“We want to see 
responsible licensing 
with professional super¬ 
visors on doors, and a 
determination not to 
serve those who have 
had too much to drink.” 

He emphasised that 
people of all ages should 


be able to enjoy meeting 
in town centres without 
being put off by anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

The police are also 
taking special measures 
on the days of Six 
Nations matches to 
ensure that people don’t 
overstep the mark. 

But Chief Supt Davies 
was also keen to point 
out that while the issue 
of excessive drinking 
was a problem that 
would be addressed in 
long term partnership 
with the Vale Council, 
clamping down on drug 
dealers was also a big 
priority. 


He said that police 
intelligence gathering 
was leading to more suc¬ 
cess and that anybody 
supplying drugs was 
likely to get caught. 

“We are winning the 
battle and some big 
players have been taken 
out. 

“If there are people 
living a champagne 
lifestyle, don’t appear to 
have a job and the public 
think there is a link to 
criminality, we would 
ask them to give us that 
information by calling 
Crimestoppers 0800 555 
111 .”

RECENTLY, fol¬ 
lowing a slight cov¬ 
ering of snow at 
home that no one 
was expecting, 10 
walkers joined their 
leader Val Hartrey 
at Cogan for the 
trip up to the 
Beacons. 

Their journey up the 
A470 went fine until they 
turned up the steep wind¬ 
ing lane that leads to the 
Brecon Mountain Centre, 
which was covered in 
snow and not gritted; 
however, with some care 
they all arrived safely. 

The Mountain Centre 
stands at 335-metres 
(1100-feet) above sea 
level and was opened in 
1966 with financial help 
from the Carnegie Trust 
and is now solely man¬ 
aged by the Brecon 
Beacons National Park 
Authority. 

Perched beside 

Mynydd Illtud, it has 
superb views across the 
valley to Pen y Fan, the 
highest mountain in 
south Wales and the cen¬ 
tral Beacons range. 

The group, eager to 
get started, set off in a 
south-easterly direction 
along the track, which 
was covered with several 
inches of snow. The 
pools that are always 


present beside the track 
were covered with thick 
ice making underfoot 
conditions tricky in 
places. 

Following the edge of 
Traeth Mawr, they 
crossed a stile further on 
and passed through fields 
with kissing gates that 
led them to the Defynnog 
Road. 

A short piece of road¬ 
walking followed, before 
they joined a track that 
led them into a forestry 
plantation at Coed Ty- 
mawr. 

This was an ideal 
place to pause for morn¬ 
ing coffee before follow¬ 
ing forestry tracks that 
were muddy and slippery 
underfoot in places. 

The winding pathway 
narrowed and eventually 
they emerged into a 
steep-sided field and 
under a blue sky they had 
brilliant views of the 
Beacons and up the val¬ 
ley towards Brecon. 

During the walk there 
was a noticeable lack of 
sheep and cattle; the 
group pondered that per¬ 
haps it was because of 
the snowy conditions, 
and they had been moved 
closer to farms or placed 
inside bams. 

By now they had 
reached a track that fol¬ 
lows the base of Fan 


Frynach, which at a 
height of 629-metres 
towered above them. A 
buzzard flew overhead as 
they picked their way 
along a snowy track, try¬ 
ing to avoid the iced 
pools. One walker identi¬ 
fied rabbit and fox tracks 
in the snow, where the 
marks from the fox’s tail 
were really evident. 

A stop was made for 
lunch amongst snow 
laden branches beside the 
path and it being a spe¬ 
cial day, the leader was 
serenaded with a choms 
of ‘Happy Birthday’. 
Moving on and making 
the descent to join the 
lane at Forest Lodge 
Cottages they deviated 
across a boggy area at 
Traeth Bach. 

This bog along, with 
Traeth Mawr which 
stands beside it, is a 
haven for wetland 
wildlife and bird habitats. 

The peat deposits con¬ 
tain valuable records of 
the climate in south 
Wales since the Ice-Age. 
The landscape of Wales 
was of course shaped and 
moulded by the ice ages - 
the Devensian, which 
began 120,000 years ago 
and the most recent, a 
mere 10,000 years ago, 
was the Flandrian era. 

By now the sun had 
made the walkers, who 


were wrapped up warmly 
against the cold, feel 
rather hot as they made 
their way along part of 
Sarn Helen, the old 
Roman road. 

All that was left was to 
follow the road back to 
the mountain centre 
where they had an enjoy¬ 
able and refreshing 
cuppa before the journey 
home.

Five Sector Skills Councils 
have developed programmes of 
qualifications to meet their 
industry requirements; SEMTA 
(engineering) Habia (hairdress¬ 
ing & beauty) Construction 
Skills (construction) People 1st 
(hospitality) and summit skills 
(plumbing, electrical installa¬ 
tion, domestic heating and ven¬ 
tilation.) 

Nineteen colleges, including 
Barry College, are currently 
participating under the pathways 
to apprenticeships programme, 
with 1,777 confirmed places 
across Wales. 

Finally, The young recruits 
programme provides targeted 
support to create high quality 
apprenticeship places with 
employers for young people 
aged between 16 and 24. 

Since the launch of this initia¬ 
tive, more than 350 application 
forms have been sent to 
prospective businesses wishing 
to access funding for taking on 
a Young Recruit. 

With our commitment to pro¬ 
viding opportunities for young 
people to continue in education, 
training and to progress to 
skilled employment, 
Apprenticeship Week Wales is 
certainly a showcase to be 
proud of.

Daughter’s cry 
for help over 
father’s death 



THE daughter of a 
former Aberthaw 
power station work¬ 
er, who died from 
the industrial dis¬ 
ease, mesothelioma 

cancer of the lin¬ 
ing of the lungs - is 
searching for his co¬ 
workers, or their 
relatives, who may 
have been similarly 
affected. 

Mr Hedley Lewis, 
known as ‘Eddie’ to his 
friends, died in 2007 at 
the age of 74, having 
lived in Llwynypia all of 
his life. He worked for 
Crompton Parkinson at 
the Aberthaw site as a 
labourer from 1960 until 
1961. Mr Lewis was 
based at the ‘A station’, 
working in underground 
tunnels. 

His role involved 
drilling holes in the 
cement lining of the tun¬ 
nels, in order to erect 
metal racking to support 


the power supply cables. 
It is thought that he was 
also involved in 
installing cables within 
the tunnels, as well as 
drilling the tunnels them¬ 
selves and digging 
trenches. 

His family is calling 
for anyone with informa¬ 
tion to get in touch. 

Mr Lewis’s daughter, 
Helen Griffiths, is keen 
to raise awareness of the 
symptoms and impact of 
Mesothelioma. 

She explained: “The 
symptoms associated 
with mesothelioma - 
such as shortness of 
breath and chest pains - 
are very distressing and 
to see someone you love 
having to endure such 
pain is particularly upset¬ 
ting.”

• Mr Kirk had been held in custody for almost 
eight months at Cardiff Prison.

Ystradowen at one 
time used to win Best 
Kept Village - now from 
Cowbridge to Talygarn 
the road serves as a 
place to display the plas¬ 
tic packaging that our 
food industry chums out 
with abandon. 

A surprisingly large 
number of people are 
content to throw their 
crisp packets and drinks 
bottles out of their car 
windows. Try to imagine 
this situation in 
Germany, Switzerland, 
France or Canada (mere¬ 
ly exemplars, Fm sure 
you can think of many 
more). 

What was once a nui¬ 
sance has become an 
embarrassing disgrace. 


Ten years ago it didn’t 
look like this, so how 
has it changed? 

Firstly, of course, it is 
symptomatic of a greater 
societal problem; a 
decline in standards. 

The majority of people 
simply don’t care; if 
they did, it wouldn’t be 
like this. 

To predict what it is 
going to be like in the 
near future, take a walk 
past Cowbridge School. 
Don’t let the building 
site be an excuse, it was 
like it before the works 
started. I once asked a 
senior member of staff 
why it is tolerated? The 
response was not partic¬ 
ularly encouraging. 

This new generation of 
citizens will think litter 
is normal and accept¬ 
able. 

Secondly, we have an 
inept recycling policy in 
the Vale. We are told 
by VOGC to put our 
plastic recycling in carri¬ 
er bags as they refuse to 
supply bags (unlike 
Rhondda Cynon Taf) for 
the purpose. 

In the infinite wisdom 
of our council, these are 
then collected in an open 
caged tmck, resulting in 
the contents of these 


bags blowing out of the 
back and into the coun¬ 
tryside. 

On a windy day, you 
see complete carrier 
bags of carefully-washed 
plastic blowing around, 
spilling their contents for 
all to admire. 

Then we have the 
total lack of visible serv¬ 
ices in the Vale. While 
I acknowledge that the 
root cause is the sloven¬ 
ly behaviour of the litter 
louts, it does not help 
that it is never cleared 
up. This sets a standard 
of toleration. 

In RCT you regularly 
see litter pickers at least 
trying to make the place 
look respectable. The 
only consolation for the 
Vale is that Bridgend is 
far worse, but we’re 
catching up fast. 

Now I am told that 
this is one of the prices 
we pay for a free and 
liberal society; I am not 
convinced by this argu¬ 
ment. I have also been 
told that it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter; there are bigger 
problems in the world. 

I regularly have visi¬ 
tors on business from 
abroad and arrange for 
them to stay in 
Cowbridge, so that they 


can enjoy some of the 
many restaurants and 
pubs in the town. 

Frankly I am tired of 
making excuses and 
finding answers to ques¬ 
tions like, “Why is your 
country such a messT'; 
“why do people here 
care so little for where 
they live”', “I never 
expected Wales to look 
like this, why is it so 
dirty?”. Answers on a 
postcard, please!! 

Perhaps the worst 
road in the area is the 
link road from the M4 to 
Cardiff Bay, a major 
artery into our capital 
city. This road is used by 
our AMs every day as 
they travel to the 
Senedd. They clearly 
don’t care; so what hope 
is there?

ship of Mr Leslie 
Mathews. 

In 1964, the time 
was ripe for the intro¬ 
duction of comprehen¬ 
sive education and this 
was when Barry Boys’ 
Comprehensive School 
began, and a new era 
opened in the history 
of secondary schooling 
in the town. 

Mr Teifion Phillips 
succeeded Leslie 
Mathews as head in 
1971, and supervised 
the period during 
which the school leav¬ 
ing age was raised 
from 15-years-old to 
16, as well as the 
introduction of mixed 
ability teaching. 
‘Opportunity 
to succeed’ 

Mr Courtney Rice, 
who became head in 
1981, continued the 
modernisation of the 
school, with the intro¬ 
duction of new tech¬ 
nology in the form of 


VCRs and computers, 
and oversaw the tran¬ 
sition from O-Levels 
to GCSEs. 

Mr Mike Griffiths 
then became head in 
1991 and steered the 
school through the 
changing educational 
landscape of the 90s - 
the advent of parental 
choice, the growth in 
Welsh medium educa¬ 
tion and league tables. 

These all signified 
that the school was 
now a competitor in 
the educational mar¬ 
ket. 

Mr David Swallow 
took up his headship 
in January 1998, hav¬ 
ing previously been 
head of Wellacre 
School in Trafford, 
Manchester. 

The school dropped 
‘Boys’ from its title to 
reflect the coeduca¬ 
tional sixth form, and 
a new badge and an 
aspirational motto, 
‘Opportunity to 
Succeed’, were intro¬ 


duced. 

It is very appropri¬ 
ate as the school 
enters its 50th year at 
the Port Road site, 
that it has recently 
achieved its best-ever 
GCSE results, with 81 
per cent of pupils 
achieving five or more 
A* - C grades - the 
highest in the locality! 

Many former pupils 
and staff have already 
expressed an interest 
in joining the current 
staff and pupils for the 
50th anniversary cele¬ 
bration this summer.

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Freeman and Damon 
are superb in Invictus 


A sk most 

women about 
sport and 
they’ll say it’s sim¬ 
ply an excuse for 
men to go down the 
pub, get worked up 
over nothing, or to 
avoid the joy that is 
Saturday afternoon 
shopping. 

However, ever so 
often, a sporting 
moment transcends its 
origins and is something 
spectacular and unfor¬ 
gettable. One such 
moment was South 
Africa’s victory in the 
1995 World Cup, win¬ 
ning the Webb Ellis 
Trophy mere months 
after Nelson Mandela’s 
election as president 
began the arduous 
process of bringing a 
racially segregated 
country back together 
again. 

It is a story worthy of 
the cinema screen, and 
one that Clint Eastwood 
has brought to life in 
Invictus. 

Morgan Freeman 
plays Mandela, whose 
desire to see his country 
repair itself after 
apartheid manifests 
itself in the hope that 
his country can achieve 
success in the 1995 
rugby World Cup, held 
in South Africa. 

Meeting with team 


points out some of his 
failings as well as prais¬ 
ing him, with Eastwood 
keen to keep the film 
nicely balanced, some¬ 
thing that he is success¬ 
ful at doing. 

The veteran director 
is maturing with age 
superbly, and this film 
maintains the hot streak 
he has been on in the 
last few years. 

Visually, the film 
looks beautiful - the 
South African land¬ 
scapes and townships 
shot with a real eye for 
detail. Eastwood subtly 
impresses upon the 
viewer the racial divide 
present in the country 
without ever being too 
blunt or hamfisted about 
it, although the tone 
does become a touch 
mawkish as the film 
makes its way to the 
conclusion 

He also draws superb 
performances from his 
cast, led superbly by 
both Freeman and Matt 
Damon. The former 
captures the dignity and 
personality of Mandela, 
but gives substance to 
what could so easily 
have become imperson¬ 
ation. 

With a sparkle in his 
eye. Freeman delivers a 
turn that is more than 
worthy of his Academy 
Award nomination and 
his measured nobility is 
a perfect fit for 


captain Francois Pienaar Mandela. 

(Matt Damon), Mandela Damon is given the 
instils in him the belief 
that victory can be more 
than just a panacea for 


the country’s ills, and 
Pienaar attempts to 
ensure the team win the 
hearts and minds of a 
nation... 

In terms of perfect 
casting, there is nobody 
else who has the gravi- 
tas to portray Nelson 
Mandela on the big 
screen other than 
Morgan Freeman; yet 
it’s one thing to say that 
he would be superb, but 
another for him to actu¬ 
ally take the role. 

It is a task, however, 
that Freeman is more 
than up to, and heads up 
a raft of impressive 
turns that makes 
Invictus a moving and 
highly absorbing piece 
of work. 

Adapted from John 
Carlin’s Playing The 
Enemy, it is a film that 
takes an even-handed 
look at the events that 
unfolded in the time 
period, while its snap¬ 
shot nature gives the 
film pace that is unbur¬ 
dened by much in the 
way of back story. 

Certainly, Mandela’s 
life is one that would 
make an excellent film, 
but the story here is one 
that is pivotal to the 
rebirth of South Africa, 
as much about bringing 
a country together as it 
is about Mandela him¬ 
self. 

The film does its best 
to portray Mandela as 
humanly as possible - 


shorter shrift as regards 
character, with Pienaar 
having little in the way 
of drive until the film 
shifts gears into the 
World Cup, but his per¬ 
formance is one of quiet 
conviction and determi¬ 
nation, looking and 
sounding the part and 
delivering a degree of 
emotional heft, as and 
when the script calls for 
it. 

While the film is 
more or less built 
around the two leads, 
the supporting cast all 
fit in place superbly, 
and provide fine support 
for the main actors to 
wield their magic. 

The film isn’t a flaw¬ 
less piece of work by 
any stretch, with the 
story lacking any politi¬ 
cal edge, concentrating 
instead on the build-up 
to the tournament. 

While that isn’t a bad 
thing, you can’t help but 
feel a touch more poli¬ 
tics would have given 
the film a little more 
depth and drama. 

Similarly, the final 
third finds itself in the 
sports movie cliche of 
the underdog over¬ 
achieving, and not even 
a director as masterful 
as Eastwood could 
wring much in the way 
of tension from the 
hugely dull final 
between South Africa 
and New Zealand. 

But ultimately the 
film succeeds in achiev¬ 
ing what it sets out to 
do - to highlight the 


country’s victory had; 
coupled with the excel¬ 
lent turns from Freeman 
and Damon, Invictus is 
a highly-compelling 
piece of work. 

VERDICT - Winning 
performances from 
Morgan Freeman and 
Matt Damon, and anoth¬ 
er directing success for 
the evergreen Clint 
Eastwood, Invictus is a 
film that maintains your 
attention throughout. 

It may lack a degree 
of bite, but the strength 
and power of the story 
sees it through to the 
end. Recommended.

Dr Major, who was 
bom in Cardiff, informed 
members of the forum 
that, from that moment 
on, she had devoted her 
life and skills to serving 
the people of that coun¬ 
try. She laboured among 
the sick in one of the 
hottest parts of the sub¬ 
continent for nearly 30 
years until retirement 
forced her to return to 
this country. 

The missionary hospi¬ 
tal she worked in had a 
total of some 2,000 beds 
and was responsible for a 
large teaching college as 
well. Her day would 
begin at 7.30am and 
often go on until late in 
the evening. 

Members learnt that 
this large establishment 
in a rural area was large¬ 
ly financed by ‘private’ 
patients. Those in this 
category were only pro¬ 


vided with quite spartan 
facilities in their single 
rooms, such as squat toi¬ 
lets. 

However, the money 
they provided paid for 
those who were genuine¬ 
ly destitute to receive 
healing. 

Dr Major gave fasci¬ 
nating descriptions as to 
how money was raised so 
that long-term care could 
be given. For instance, to 
mothers needing post¬ 
natal care over a long 
period. 

These schemes ranged 
from brick-making (they 
would dry in the heat), to 
digging latrines and rais¬ 
ing goats. If those need¬ 
ing help could rise to cow 
ownership, that would 
take them out of the 
poverty trap completely 
in an area far away from 
any large city. 

The missionary hospi¬ 
tal Dr Major devoted so 
many years of her life to 
was long established and 
worked under the aus¬ 
pices of The Church 
Missionary Society, but 
she stressed that it cared 
for patients and trained 
students of all faiths.

I don’t remember 
much about the meeting, 
but Mr JE Tudor of 
Bridgend had a horse 
running called Hot 
Knight, Mr W J Morgan 
of Cowbridge entered 
his Lucky Patch and 
Tirpedo, while Mr EJ 
Evans of Llanharry 
entered his horse The 
Duke. 

A four-year-old chest¬ 
nut colt called 
Coronation, owned by 
Cowbridge’s Mr TH 
Morgan, won the Earm 
Stakes and a silver cup 
presented by Billo 
Griffiths, as well as the 
first prize of £26. 

Who were the jock¬ 
eys? I don’t know - they 
are not on the racecard!

Local archer changes 
his aim for 2010 


LLANTWIT Major-based 
field archer and current world 
champion, Mathew Symmonds 
is creating a stir in the archery 
world. 

Despite enjoying a highly successful 
international career in field archery, 
Mathew has never before engaged in a 
quite different discipline - national 
level target archery - and is aiming for 
a place in the Commonwealth Games 
team for 2011. 

Mathew has just completed his first 
tournament in the Eederation 
Internationale T’ir a I’Arc, or 
International Archery Eederation, the 
world governing body for target 
archery and the Olympic target archery 
tournament. 

The Grand National Archery 
Society Welsh Indoor championships 
were recently held at the Welsh 
Institute of Sport in Cardiff and it fea¬ 
tured the EITA 18 round, which con¬ 
sists of 60 arrows shot from a distance 
of 18 metres. 

The tournament is the premier 
indoor target event in Wales and it fea¬ 
tured more than 120 of Wales’ top tar¬ 
get archers, and Mathew achieved a 
top five finish, a fantastic start against 
experienced target archers. 

Shooting for Llanharan-based club 


Blandy Jenkins Archers, Mathew got 
off to a good start, recording a very 
respectable first dozen arrows to take 
the lead jointly with Neil Bowdler of 
Llandeilo. 

The second dozen saw some consis¬ 
tent shooting from the local archer, but 
he dropped six points in the third 
dozen, and was overtaken by Bowdler 
and Tony Nilsen of Pentref Bowmen. 

This caused Symmonds to rally in 
the fourth dozen, dropping just four 
points off the maximum to move back 
into contention. 

During the fifth and final dozen, the 
leaders drew a slim two-point lead on 
Symmonds and that was enough to 
push the local archer into fourth place 
at the finish. 

Mathew commented: “I enjoyed the 
tournament immensely. The EITA (tar¬ 
get) code definitely involves a differ¬ 
ent psychological approach from field 
shooting, as does shooting to a time 
limit. I am pleased with my perform¬ 
ance today but I need to learn quickly 
if I am to make an impact in the target 
code.” 

Training in both disciplines will take 
Mathew to a combination of field and 
target archery tournaments throughout 
2010, culminating in a defence of his 
World Eield Archery Championship 
title in Dahn, Germany in August.

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Wales won’t want 
to trip up again 
as they set sights 
on the penthouse

L ong after passions and memo¬ 
ries fade, the record books will 
simply list another emphatic win 
for England over Wales at Twickenham 
- no matter that the 30-17 score-line on 
Saturday paints a misleading picture of 
a below-par centenary clash that was 
decided more by profligate Welsh 
errors and an act of indiscipline, than 
superior English play per se. 

The withdrawal through injury of British 
Lions, Gethin Jenkins and Matthew Rees, 
had levelled the front row set-piece battle at 
the outset, but although supporters may 
have feared their absence would be fatal to 
Welsh hopes, in fact, scrum-time was thank¬ 
fully not a problem. 

Instead, it was that old Achilles heel, a 
chronically misfiring Welsh line-out, which 
suddenly resurfaced - as new squad mem¬ 
ber, Blues hooker Gareth Williams, though a 
pocket livewire in the loose - repeatedly 
failed to find his unfamiliar jumpers. 

Given these worrying difficulties, the rash 
trip on an opponent by Wales’ main line-out 
jumper Alun Wyn Jones - in full view of the 
referee - was as inexcusable as it was to 
prove costly, for while he was spending his 
10 minutes in the ‘sin bin’, his embattled 14 
team mates were reeling from a 17 points 
blitz - as a lack-lustre England side jubi¬ 
lantly amassed two converted tries and a 
penalty that set them on the road to what 
had seemed an unlikely triumph. 

Ironically, the big Ospreys second row 
underlined what might have been when he 
eventually rejoined the fray and Wales 
launched a belated fight-back, capped by a 
magical try from the gifted James Hook, 
that took them to within three points of 
England’s total, before yet more errors 
finally gifted the game to the clearly-relieved 
men in white. 

Amazingly, in view of Wales’ two decades 
in the rugby wilderness when the red drag¬ 
on was regularly on the receiving end of 
crushing defeats at the hands of St George, 
this 119th fixture had begun with the two 
old foes locked on 53 wins apiece, with 12 
matches drawn. 

England may have finally inched ahead in 
the honour stakes, but the Welsh camp 
know that this really was a huge opportuni¬ 
ty missed against a side that in truth was a 


pale shadow of its illustrious predecessors of 
the 80s and 90s. 

Not only has defeat dashed Triple Crown 
and Grand Slam hopes for another year, at 
a stroke, but more importantly it has upset 
the Welsh camp’s psychological build-up to 
the World Cup 

Little wonder that head coach Warren 
Gatland and sidekick Shaun Edwards were 
grim-faced with anger afterwards and a 
chastened Alun Wyn Jones was left sweating 
on whether his misdemeanour would cost 
him his place against Scotland at the 
Millennium Stadium on Saturday. 

In the event, when the team was unveiled 
on Tuesday, he had been reprieved, and it 
was his second row partner Luke Charteris 
who made way for the versatile Jonathan 
Thomas. 

Blues hooker Gareth Williams is also 
granted a second chance to atone for the 
wayward lineout at Twickenham, with 
Gareth Cooper still holding off the stiff chal¬ 
lenge of Richie Rees at scrum half. 

Leigh Halfpenny has replaced Blues wing 
colleague Tom James in the only other 
change to the starting line-up, but the team 
will be cheered to have the reassuring pres¬ 
ence of Gethin Jenkins on the replacements 
bench. 

Scotland were completely outclassed by 
tournament favourites France in going down 
18-9 at Murrayfield, but will surely present 
tougher opposition at the Millennium 
Stadium, where they have enjoyed a great 
deal of success in the past. 

Both teams know there is still much to 
play for, not least in getting their mental, as 
much as physical preparations, back on 
track. 

Wales will want to end the Six Nations up 
in the penthouse, rather than down in the 
basement! This is a game they can and 
should win but only if they can keep 15 men 
on the field for 80 minutes.
